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1 . The After Final Amendment is not entered. It is noted that the newly amended 
claim 1 now recites in part "a porous hydrophobic film having a matrix of nodes and 
fibrils " and "the contours of the nodes and fibrils of said porous hydrophobic film matrix 
are visible through Such amendments, particularly the addition of "a matrix of 
nodes and fibrils" for the porous hydrophobic film clearly raise new issues that would 
require further consideration and/or search. 

2. Additionally, the After Final Amendment to the Specification (Response, page 2) 
appears to be new matter and also vague, indefinite and confusing. Specifically, the 
first newly added recitation "in Figs 1 to 3, wherein the contours, or outlines, of the 
coated nodes and fibrils of the porous PTFE matrix are visible" fails to clearly state that 
the "fibrils" are also coated with polyurethane resin, i.e., it appears to be inconsistent 
with the disclosure that "a thin coating film of polyurethane resin had formed over the 
entire coated surface" (Specification, page 15).
